pililiey of his conduct, " As the period 
at which yo it propose," i?oys his despatch, 
" that some of the regit Julians relative to 
the occupation uf unsold Ctawn LtLtitls 
will arrive almost as soon as I can erpeel 
Ihut this tlfspalch will reach you, 1 no 
longer defer jiulting yuti in possession of 
my views on ihe question," How much 
more lrt:co»iiing~ hh dignily as it states- 
man, hotv much rtioie conciliatory to 
the people whose interests were at stake, 
ivould have been some such language 
as the folloiviug !— " As: 1 have not yet 
received the petitions which I have 
been given lo tindersUntJ the colo- 
nist* are transmitting, and as I am 
iin-wiliing to pronounce iny final opinion 
unti! Ihe parlies concerned shall have had 
at least a full and cantlid hearing, I would 
suggest Ihe propriety uf your postponing 
the regulations w-itfi that view," Such 
courtesy as this would have tended lu 
soothe the feelings which Ihe |iropos.ed 
regulations had already so deeply wounded, 
and to prepare the way for the still harsher 
measure of giving to the Governor'!! 
scheme, the ttuthority of royal sanction, 

There is yet another feature in Lord 
St a it lev's despatch which is in on r eyes 
exceedingly offensive — ils unmitigated 
egotism. Many of our readers are aware, 
thai it is customary with the heads of the 
great departments of tho State, when ques 
lions uf more than ordinary magnitude 
come before them, to consult their col 
leagues of the Cabinet. Thus, when Lord 
Glekelu had to decide upon the proposi 
tiona submitted by Sir Biciunn Bouiike 
touching (he ecclesiastical estah)i«hirienl.i 
of the colony , he first look the sense of 
his brother Ministers ; and in the celt 
brated despatch of 1> November, 183-5, 
his lordship gave the GoVEitifort dis 
titiclly to iiDdeMlaiid, that the decision 
he coni implicated was nol his own arbitrary 
ipse dixit, but the collective, judgment of 
" His Majesty's Government." Not 
Lord Stanlkv on the momentous Land 
Question, From the beginning to the 
end of hia despatch, there is not one word 
to intimate that the subject had been 
imtlerthe deliberation of the Cabinet, or 
ttiat he had sought advice or ossiitnrice ' 
any 0,11 alter e*cepl from those insipid 
milksops, the Laud and Emigration Com 
mission era. 

litre notr is a precious slate of things ! 
Two isolated individuals sit down each at 
his own writing-desk, one of thctn 
Sydney, and the uther in Westminster, 
and jot down laws affecliug the rights and 
properly of a whole Uritish coininunity- 
the rights arid property of unboi 
generations ! ' I propose that it be 
a law,' says the penman here ; ' A law lei 
it be,' says the penman there. Here is 
legislation with a vengeance ! Can any- 
thing be conceived more arbitrary, more 
insulting to the genius of British liberty t 
'Be it enacted by the Governor, by and 
with the consent of the SncrtETAJtv of 
State, in their respective ojfices seated. 1 
So long as this clml authority — these 
legiiiaiivt geniini — can make laws at their 
own will nnd pleasure, laws binding upon 
s whole people and their posterity, law* 
affect in g~ the occupancy and uses of mil- 
lions of acres, laws which even their own 
modest calculation* propose shall exact a 
revenue of at least one thousand pounds 
per week — why. Acts of FarUavnent and 
Acts of Council are mere pantomimes, 
and representative legislators mere pup- 
pets. 

On this point we take our stand ; and 
on this point we trust the colonists at 
large will remain firm, unflinching, a n * 
immovable. Whatever may be the merits 
or demerits uf the furthcoming code of re 
g Illations, they will carry ou their front 
this disgusting plague-spot, that they are 
the emanation of arhttrary power. Nor is 
this all. It is acknowledged by the Go 
VEortun thai the reguliiliiirts are intended 
lo lie the instruments of moticy-raisin|». 
He denies thai they are instruments of 
taxation. But never mind that, We 
need not stop lo tjuarrel about words 
They are designed to bring grist In hts 
financial mill— (o replenish his lijcclieriuer 
Willi scores or hundreds uf thousands of 
pounds per annum. And of I his money 
raised without the aid of the colonial le- 
gislature, he is to hnve the spending 
witlioul Ihe legislature's control or super- 
vision ! Here is despotism double 
distilled — the despotism of making laws 
for the exaction of money, and the des- 
potism of laying out that money at his 
own discretion. The thing is monstrous. 
It cannot, will nol lie endured. 

Having staled the objection which the 
colonisls take, fn Umittc, against tile prin- 
ciple of Crown Land Ad tni nisi ration en< 
acted by Sir GiaaOE Gicrs and my Lard 
Stanley, let us now lake a peep or 
two into (he despatches wriUen by the 
former. 

All that is urged by the fjuvEntion, in 
his first despatch, of :jrd April, lS4i, on 
the vaslness and glowing importance of 
the lands beyond the boundaries, and on 
the varied evils attendant upon the present 
loose system of their occupation, is per- 
fectly true, and ^ery clearly stated. 
But, when we compare his pro- 
fessions of sympathy for the enter 
prising ntcn upon whum these evils 
have rallen, and his anxiety tu put an end 
to them, with the arbitrary measures he 
proposes for thtir relief, we cannot resist 
the feeling that his professions are nuthing 
hut glosses, employed lo cover the iroti 
sceptre he has determined to wield. In 
the matter of territorial prerogative, he ia 
fli red-hot a bigot as can be found in the 
annals of history. Ife buws down to it 
and worships it. The rights uf the sub- 
ject, iho interests of the community, and 
even that for which he ought to have soin 
regard, his own reputation as the ruler of 
a free people, from whose shores lie must 
ere long lake his final departure, — are all 
i in mo luted upon the shrine uf his political 
Dago 11, 

In his proposed concessions to the 
squaller, His E.tcpi.i.Eficy j 3 r 0[ giving 
him, after an F occupancy of five years, 
t!it- right of requiring his station to be 
put tip to auction. Bui mark how even 
this right, poor and precarious as it is at 
best, is lied down and hemmed inand frit- 
leredaway by His Excellency 's jealuusy for 
thedarlingprerogalive. " In order lo avoid 
ineOHoew'eitee (0 the Gouentweiif, the right 
roust not be absolute ou the part of the 
occupier ;" O, no ! " (he Government, in 
bringing forward stations for sale, must 
/■oiisiilf its own. con ntn fence;" and not 
only so, hut " the right of the Crown tu 
' n squaller, and jell a sLalioti «l <tit s

Then agttin, when it may be found de- 
sirable tu resume any station for public 
purposes, one would suppose that the 
public would have the common honesty 
to indemnify the occupant, by allowing 
reasonable compensation for hia " per- 
manent and useful improvements," No 
such thing. That would be an infringe- 
ment on Prerogative i therefore, " it is 
lo be tharonghlf understood" — note the 
adverb, " thoroughly understood— that 
when stations ere bo required, they may 
lie resumed without camjiensatiou of any 
*»"( to the aeeitjiier ; or, if compensation 
be given,' 1 it must not be taken turaii act 
of justice or honesty, but " as a ghatuity , 
which the Government may either give or 
withhold al its pleasure." 

And when the squatter has bought his 
three hundred and twenty acres, as a per- 
manent homestead in the midst of his 
runs, instead of allowing him any certain 
advantage from his outlay, t lie despatch 
declares " it must be understood, thai by 
the purchase of his homestead, the occu- 
pier acquires no further right than he had 
before the purchase, lo the uccupatiori of 
the rest of lis station. In fact, the rights 
of the Crown to all tfie unpurchased parts 
of a station ntitt remain in eserij reipsHt 
the sarap as lo any- other portion of 
unalienated land." Kvcn the subservient 
Land and Emigration Commissioners ap- 
pear tohaveheen shocked attbe monstrosity 
of this. They recommend that lu " quiet 
the minds of the parties, and give them 
the desirable feeling of security," they 
should become " entitled" by the pur 
chase of the homestead, "to a lice use for 
eight year?, which should enable them to 
depasture Ihe adjacent run". And in this 
proposal Lord Stuhi.ky "agrees" with 
them. No thanks to Sir Glohoe Gu'i'H. 
His ultra despotism— his unmerciful dis- 
position to " grab all" fur the Crown, and 
to dole out justice to the subject by the 
lintest crumbs into which it can be pul- 
verised— stands publicly rebuked by the 
Commissioners and by the Secaeta [l y 
State.

minute's notice any particular enactment 
from among the ill -arranged mass con- 
tained in prior publications, has done us 
a service similar in character to that of an 
engineer when he designs a good road 
through the tangled brush and scrub of 
an extensive and almost impassable 
country. No one whose avocations re- 
quire him frequently to refer to the Acts 
of Council can fail to be BCnsible, each 
time he consults them, of the great saving 
or Hint rrlUolt tills uacrul ivvni riruat gggp 
for him. 

The second volume, commencing with 
the head of "Justices of Peace," goes 
on alphabetically: to "Wives," and ends 
with an appendix of those Acts, which 
appear to have been inadvertently omitted 
in the body of the work. The whole is 
supplied with an excellent Index, which 
lawyers well know is the very soul of such 
a book. A law book, with a bad index, 
is as useless as an hatchet with out a handle. 
To Judges, Counsel, Magistrates, and At- 
torneys, the work will prove eminently 
useful ; and asa volume uf Acts of Council 
is not commonly taken upas light reading 
fur domestic circles, it is certain, that only 
by such practitioners as we have mentioned 
can Mr. Cm.i.aium n'h work be adequately 
appreciated. If, therefore, ite shall uLlain 
their approbation, of which vre have no 
doubt, — he will, we should imagine, have 
achieved all that he ever proposed to him 

self, wlienentering upun his useful labour, 

Should his reputation as a compiler not 
travel far beyond merely official mid pro- 
fessional circles, he may al any rate he 
assured that it is there secure, 

We have penned the above remarks on 
Ihis hook, merely upon u cursory eiamina- 
tiun uf Mr. CaLLAOiiAs's plan, as shown in 
Ihe arrangement uf subjects.

THE REPORT OP TUB IRISH LAND 

COMMISSIOMEEf3. 
Tuts report, so anxiously looked for, has been 
printed The repmt commences with a slnte- 
■ocut of the course adopted by tho commis- 
sioners in order to procure the informa- 
tion detailed in the document i it mint 
Etvea an historical .fc.i.t. .f i~^j.a 
property in Ireland : and then proceds with 
a review of ihe former olHcial repoita 
uiwn the suhject. The nature of the tenure 
of laud in Ireland, will! reference to both 
landlord and tenant, is next dealt with at con- 
siderable length, embracing tho topics of per- 
manent improveincnie. the mode in which thuy 
are gen eral I y c ITeci ed, the po wer o f tho land- 
lord to eliurge estates for them, the consolida- 
tion of farms, and the dlrrerent iiioihods of ef- 
fecting such uonsolidnlioas. Tho report 
strongly recommends ihriE a law should lie 
made to secure remuneration to the tenant for 
tho outlay of capital or of labour in effecting 
permanent Improvements. 

The next subject referred to is the recovery 
of rent by distress mid ejectment. Tho com- 
missioners advise tho tit shall be pevided by 
law that no distress should be legal unless by 
virtue of a warrant in writing signed bv tho 
landlord or his agent, in order thnt Ihe ' per- 
sons! attention an u judgment of giiher shall be 
brought to benr upon the actual ciicnm stances 
of every easu in which Ute process may be re- 
sorted to. It is recommended also that the 
costs of a distress shall bo limited by law, 
sj in England. The abolition of civil bill eject- 
ment is not rueorumendod, but several amend- 
ments of the law are suggested. 

With a view of encouraging leases, the com- 
missioners teenmmcud that in nil cases where 
tho rent does not exceed £.jQ per annum, and 
tho term is u.it less than 11 or more then 31 
years, the stomp duty be reduced to 2s. Bd. ; 
but that ihe leases shall be prepared according 
to n apecirlod form, providing thnt the tenant 
shall not sublet or subdivide, and that the 
landlord shall make allowances fur improve- 

111 80 IS. 

The report then proceeds to the subjects of 
ogency and the sale of estates, and recommends 
that every facility shrill he given for bringing 
encumbered estates to an early sale, when 
under the admiuistratieu of the courts ut 
eTiuity, slid fur making out lit.lea to land. 

With respect to agricultural ins it action, the 
establishment and maintenance of agricultural 
seheola by landlords ot agents are reeom- 
inen ilod. Immigration 10 a ccttititl exlcilt is ap- 
proved of, but tho CtominlssiouerK stale, We 
should be sotry to see the system of eiiiigralinii 
pushed beyond the extent 10 which it is called 
for by the population, or forced upon any per- 
sons who do not look 10 iu adoption as 11 rnesns 
of providing for themselves or their families." 
lu reference to waste lands, it is urged aa 
worthy of serious conai deration, whether the 
Stale might not very use [ally make some nil- 
vance nt n moderate into of interest, fur the 
reclamation of the extensive unreclaimed tracts 
connected with many of the Intgesi estates in 
Ireland. The Commissioners nlso ulate, thul 
while they are not advocates for iudlBeriaiitinEo 
grants pf public money, they nro desirous of 
impressing upon_ tho Government that eases 
froijuoutly occur in which it is eanaistcnt with 
a wise economy to maku grants foi public 
works frjm which no direct return is to be ex-

arrived after the extensive inquiry in which we 
have been eagaged, Wc are well aware of ihc 
dime. ill ly that suirounded the whole subject of 
the inquiry. One class of persons hies been 
accustomed to look exclusively to legislative 
intcrleronce for removal ot the evils to which 
Ireland is exposed, while others despair en- 
tirely of any beneficial oiTcot upon her social 
condition from auoh interference. We do not 
agree with ciihte of these classes. Wc know 
that the best directed meosnipa of parliament 
cannot produce the dcsiied effect, unless iiitled 
and enforced by tho steady nn well as activo 
exertions of people of all ranks mid condtlions 
in their respective spheres 1 but wo arc at the 
same time satisfied that a very beneficial change 
may bo eflhtletl hy Ihc united and vigorous 
efforu of the legislature, and of individual*. 

" We CfttlOOt despnir when we find a country 
enjoying such natural nrtruntnges as Ireland 
possesses, wilh n large extent of uncultivated 
and unimproved land and a numerous popula- 
tion able and willing tD labour, if opportunities 
are offered to them. On Ihc contrary, we con- 
fidently believe that, by an ox a urination of the 
facts aa they actually exist, and hy close atten- 
tion thereto, means may he found for removing 
many or most of those particular ohsLoclcn 
which have hitherto an grcnly impeded the 
beneficial employiucntof labour, and obstructed 
the enjoyment of those advantages which a 
country such as Ireland is calculated to afford, 
llut this desirable result cannot be looked for 
unless llie united and vigorous efforts of all 
classes in Ireland arc directed towarils it, 

"Instances are 10 be seen in every part ot' 
the coimlry of estates upon which .the liberal 
conduct and active superintendaiiec of a resi- 
dent landlord, or of a resident judicious agent, 
linn established u system of progressiva im- 
provement as to the land, and of increasing 
comfort to Ihe people, which arc tin fortunately 
wanting in uiiiiiy other district,. Wc trust 
thai one olTeet, at lonal, of our labours will be 
to arouse tlio attention of many who have as 
yet thought little upon the subject, nn,l to on- 
courage them to follow the example thus held, 
out to them. Above nl], wo would call upon 
all such persona not lu real satislleil with nnv 
vnguo or general notion of thu statu of the po- 
pulation with, which they are connected, but 
carefully 10 examine all the uireitm stances, in 
order that they may apply those remedies 
ivhich shall be approprinto to tho cayo, 
as well as efficient for ihe purnoac orrelief. 

The voluminous evidence collected by us 
in nil purls of Ireland, wilh the numerous re- 
turns and other documents tra muni tied 10 us, 
pteseiic a mass or information upon the social 
condition of the country, which may servo as a 
useful guide to nil who desiro to employ their 
tlhutn for improvement In the right direction 
anil upon sound principles, anrl wc feel satisilcd 
that great advantages may be derived Irnm 
placing in their true livhi many facts nnd cir- 
cumstances hitherto lilllo knuwn or greatly 
misunderstood. 

" Whilst wa linvc, in various parts of this 
report, made observations in the nature nf 
advice to acme uf those who are landlords in 
Ireland, we trust nt llie same time to be per- 
mitted to remark shortly upon tha conduct toe 
often pursued hy some of the class uf tenants. 
There is frerjuunlly a readineass amongst them 
to attribute their whole wretched condition 
exclusively to tho conduct of their landlords, 
sometimes with an utter disregard of truth, and 
almost alwftja without admitting— perhaps 
without seeirie— how much of it arises from 
their own indolence or want of skill. The 
truth is, to use 11 fninilar expression, the (nulls 
are, in many cases, to be found on both shins ; 
und, eanaidoring how uninformed a lurac ocr- 
tton 01 tnolrisn population is, a heavy respon- 
sibility rests upon all those 10 whom the poorer 
classes hove 11 righi to look for Information and 
advice. 

,1 The foundation of almost all the evils by 
which the social condition of Ireland is dis- 
turbed, is lo bo traced id those feelings of 
mutual distrust w r hicli too often separate tho 
clnsses of landlord aod tenant, and prevent all 
tinned exertion for their common benefit. It 
has been truly said that confidence is a plant of 
slow growth. It is, however, a plant which 
will flourish well in Ireland if cultivated with 
imlknca and wilh euro. We say particularly 
vrltbjortpito, beeauso we believe tltat many 
excellent persons, having the best intention* 
towards improvements, the cultivation of tho 
soil, and the condition of the people of Ireland, 
have been loo easily diverted from their course 
by feelings of disappointment at the »1dw pro- 
gress whteh is made towurds tho attainment of 
those ends, anil tho little result which is per- 
ceived from their most anxious endeavours. 
We Would earnestly impress upon such persons, 
arid upon all who have the irnercnl ot Ireland 
at heart, not hastily to relax from the exer- 
tions, which circumstances may enable Them to 
make, in forwarding the march of improvement 
amongst their poorer neighbours, 

*' Without touching upon the political or 
other causes which may have contributed m 
create a feeling of distrust, wc cannot disfruise 
from ourselves that the Irish peasant is inclined 
lolook wilh suspicion upon all attempts of lua 
landlord 10 inculcate new habits, or to intro- 
duce now plans fur tho arrangement of Ilia 
lands. Every considerate and benevolent land 
Inid ie ill make allowance for 
Will tint Suffer any exhibition of it to turn 1 
aside from nny scheme of improvement upon 
which, sfler deliberation, he tins del ormined to 
enter. He must bo prepared for frequent dia- 
uppoiutmeiit. He will no questionably meet 
with ingratitude und injustice ; but if ho per- 
severes in a spirit of kindness, united with Urm- 
ncas of purpose, he may eventually look 10 
well merited reward, probablv in Ihc utlvnncc- 
nutit ofltis personal interest ; but certainly in 
the iiniiravemuntoftlii district in which ho 
lives, nnd the inerensuig comfort of the people 
n ran ml him.

The comparative amount and value of differ- 
ent branches Of our foreign commerce may best 
he estimated opproxlnunvely from a compuri* 
son of tho tonnage of tho shipping employed in 
each. Oar commerce may be classified as trade 
with the Mediterranean, the Atlantic, the lial- 
tic, the Pacific, the Indian Ocean, and the 
China Seas. Wo have colonies and dependen- 
cies in Ihe Slot! itorrnncan, the Jil untie, the 
Indian Ocean, tho Pacific, and the Cllinn Sens 
Lrt ns see what proportion tile cost of our pos- 
sessions in each of these districts bears wiili 
the nmnunt of the trade, to tho protection of 
which ii contributes. Not one of our unases- 
sionsinthe Mediterranean are colonics: llie 
trade which thoy are instrumental in protecting 
is that with tho countries entirely within the 
bnsiq of the Mediterranean and lilack Seas, and 
half tho nade of France, Spain, and ihcIlnrbiiT;- 
St a tea— the other hnlf belonging to tha Atlantic 
division of our rommctcc. We have both co- 
lonies and military and naval stations in and on 
the Atlantic ; and they serve to guard, not only 
the trade nf the At] nn tie Ocean, but that of tho 
lialtic and Caribbean Sens, and the Gulf of 
Mexico, exactly in the some way thnt tho nta 
lions in the Mediterranean protect the trade of 
tho Ulaelc Sea- The oxpenae of the Cape nf 
G-ood Hope oustht to be shared between the 
trade of the Indian Ocean and the Atlantic. In 
tho Indian Ocean we havu Aden, Mauritius, 
Ceylon, tlio Eaat 'India Company's territories, 
the Straits sculemeiiLi, nud Singapore. In the 
China Seas we have Hongkong ; nnd hi the 
Pacific, flew Zealand, and the Auatralinn co 
hniles. 

Our Mediterranean ttnde, and half our trade 
with France, Sj ni:i, nnd the Jlnrbary Stales, 
gave employment in 1810 to3!S,!IOI tons at 
British shipping outward, and in Sli, 271 ton:

flowa into die pocket of the British capitalist. 
The expense of protecting this trade— the ex- 
pense of Mauritius, Ceylon, and half the ex- 
pense of tha Cape, was £!H!l,S6'u lSs. 5d. The 
expense of Allen, Singapore, and ihe Straits 
settlements, is borne by tha Indian Treasury, 
and the Hunt India Company contributes to 
the payment of tile English regiments serving; 
iu India, A revenue is raised in Ceylon, Mau. 
ritiiis, and the Cape colony to diminish ihe ex- 
pense of the naval and military establishments 
kept up there. Tor waul of sulfi dent data, 
we cannot estimate, as in thu case of the Me 
dilerranean and Atlantic, the expense of pro 
tecting oar trade with the Indian Ocean ; but 
enough aoponrs to show thot colonies, Und 
even extensive territorial dependencies like 
India, are less expensive mcaos, 
commerce than mere stations 1 
Bermuda. 

In tho China Sobs wc have not had until 
lately either colony or station, with the ex- 
ception of Singapore (standing nearly in the 
same relation to the Indian Ocean and the 
China Seas aa the Cape does to thu Atlantic 
this feeling. He and Indian Oceans), managed and paid for by 
the Bast India Company, We have not there- 
fore any data for esti matins the cost of com. 
inorcial protection there. 

With regard to tho Pacific, the latest return 
of expenditure for enloniea and itminns em- 
braces only New South Wales, und Vnn Die- 
lncn's. Laud, nnd Western Australia The 
last has been every wny ton sadlv bungled an 
esliiblisltnifnt to admit of any argument heing 
drawn frnin it, though it is not impossible thai 
it may have had an undue share in deciding 
Sir Hubert Peel's views regarding colonies. 
Theorist of New South Wales and Van TJie- 
mcrt's Land Was, according lo the lust returns, 
£oll,220 lis. 2d, ; but the whaLc uf thai sum 
was incurred in managing these settlements 
on the principleofn great gaol or penitentiary — 
it was not even expended to protect our colo- 
nial, much less our gunernL commerce. 

It appears lh<?n that rtie system of maintain- 
ing naval andraililary stations boa been adopted 
ivitfi a view to economy. Expensive though 
thuy ho, thoy mv less so than thu more nu- 
merous \ exposed to mute wear and tear, 
would be, Ihit must without thorn have been 
employed to protect our foreign commerce, 

But lb cio is yet a more broad and coinpre- 
hLiisivo view to be taken of colonial expen- 
diture. Hud the United States still continued 
in the colonial relation to this country, thu 
same expense for protecting ileota, armies, and 
for diplomatic agents in Europe, Asia, and 
Southern America— which Great Britain now 
incurs, for itself alone — would have sufficed fur 
th. By sundering tho colonial riejraj, Antc- 
i Ihe expense of its own 11 ".vy 
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and diplomatic 

st^ilri in audition to ours; and Great Brituin 
him inclined the eddtlional expense of ita di- 
plomatic staif iu the United States, and thicL 
partof its a nny und navy which has been ren- 
dered nocessory by ihe United Stales having 
become nn independent, and at times hostile 
s'Me. Great Britain and America inay have 
gained iu sonic respects hy their separation— 
wchuve our doubts whether either of thorn 
have gained thereby on the whole ; but ihe 
expenditure for national defence, anil tho de- 
fence of ikeir commerce, his been immensely 
increased. Tho truth is, that colonics arc 11 
I means nf keeping a race united as one uation, 
. oven when it becomes too numerous for its 
original honie. The arms, the intellects, the 
storcd-up wealth of the inhabitants of llrilaiu 
and its colonies are available far the common 
defence, and for the development of ihe em- 
pire's territorial resources, instead of being al- 
ways in rivalry, and soinuiiinca at war, as is 
the case wilh our quondam colonies on the 
nan in land nf North America.

Death qt the Mauqvh or WcflTSiiKBTiin.—

August 2, 1602, and was treated MarquiH of 
Westminster under the rulministratiop 0! lintl 
Grey, iu 1831, Ifia lordship married, April SO, 

1704, ITtraimr, only daughter of Tliomus, hue 
Karl of Willnn, by whom he leatcs issue, 
Hichurd, Earl of Grosvenor, horn January 27, 

1705, and married September 10, .1815, Eliza- 
beth Mary, youngest daughter of George, Duko 
of (Sutherland, ICG,, who succeeds the de- 
ceased nobleman. In lha family honour* and 
estates. Thomns, tha present 13arl of Wilton, 
born Dceember 30, i" n tl, ronrried November 
20,1621, Lady Mary Margaret Stanley, truly 
daughter of Edward, twelfth Hotl of Derby, by 
his secontl Con 11 tcsa ; and Lord lloberl Gros- 
venor, M P. for the city of Chester, born 
April 24, 1801, married May 17, 1831, llm 
I ton. Charlotte. Wellenley, daughter of l,ord 
Con-ley. Tho Isle minimis was o consistent 
liberal ia polities, and a firm tni|-pmter of liarl 
Grey's administration.
